Secretary’s  Report 

For  the  Year  1928. 


r"THE  Flospital  has  to  report  another  year  of  ever  increasing 
activity. 

There  were  11  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1928, 
and  10  in  Flospital  on  December  31st.  During  the  year  the  record 
number  of  183  patients  were  admitted.  This  includes  18  patients  treated 
in  private  wards. 

26  Motor  and  Cycle  Accidents. 

27  Elementary  School  Children  paid  for  by  the  County  Council, 

who  were  operated  on  for  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

50  Out-patients  were  treated. 

26  Major  Operations  were  performed. 

34  Minor  Operations.

33  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

1  1  5  Anaesthetics  given. 

The  X-Ray  Apparatus  has  been  very  useful  and  in  great  demand. 

Of  the  183  In-patients  92  resided  in  the  Borough  of  Blandford, 
83  came  from  the  parishes  around,  and  8  were  visitors. 

1  he  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  the  Honorary  Dental 
Surgeons  remain  the  same  and  we  thank  them  most  heartily  for  their 
time  and  trouble. 
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The  Committee  sustained  a  severe  loss  this  year  in  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Stewart  who  had  carried  out  the  duties  of  Secretary  for  a 
number  of  years  in  a  most  able  manner.  Owing  to  her  leaving  the 
neighbourhood  she  was  unable  to  carry  on  any  longer  and  the  Committee 
wished  their  deep  appreciation  of  her  capable  and  painstaking  services 
recorded  in  the  minutes.  Mrs.  Russell,  of  Spetisbury,  accepted  the 
office  of  Secretary. 

Our  Matron,  Miss  Alliston,  in  addition  to  her  varied  duties  and 
responsibilities,  undertook  this  year  to  get  up  a  Sale  of  Work  to  pay  for 

the  new  Sterilizer  which  had  become  a  necessity — this  was  so  successful 

over  £30  being  realized — that  no  further  effort  was  necessary  to  raise 

funds  for  this  object. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  Nursing  Staff.  It  was  con¬ 
sidered  advisable  for  the  better  working  of  the  Hospital  to  have  three 
trained  Nurses  and  no  Probationers  and  this  has  been  found  to  work 
very  satisfactorily,  in  spite  of  considerable  difficulty  in  filling  the  vacancies 
that  occur  from  time  to  time. 

A  Church  Service  is  held  on  Sundays  and  much  appreciated. 
Thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Greenwood  and  Rev.  H.  Harrison  for 
their  attention  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Dorset  Neele  work  Guild  contributed  this  year  through 
M  iss  Denne  a  most  valuable  collection  of  garments. 

The  Members  of  the  Linen  Guild  gave  100  articles  of  House 
and  Bed  Linen  and  £13  14s.  6d.  in  cash.  Many  thanks  are  also  due 
to  the  ladies  who  attend  the  Hospital  one  afternoon  a  month  to  keep  the 
house  linen  m  repair. 

Amongst  the  many  kind  gifts  received  during  the  year  and  at 
Christmas  time  also,  special  mention  must  be  made  of  an  apparatus 
designed  and  presented  by  Dr.  Bodley  Scott  of  Bournemouth,  for  the  use 
of  Fractures,  and  two  comfortable  chairs  given  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Wilson 
for  the  use  of  the  Staff — these  gifts  are  much  appreciated. 
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P ound  Day  was  held  on  September  20th  and  met  as  usual  with 
a  very  generous  response.  £19  7s.  7^d.  was  paid  to  the  General  Fund 
from  cash  received  and  very  large  contributions  of  vegetables,  groceries, 
jam,  eggs,  butter,  etc.  All  thanks  are  due  to  the  local  collectors  who 
took  so  much  trouble  to  assist  our  Finances  in  this  very  practical  way. 

Matron  s  Jumble  Sale  was  held  as  usual  and  realized  the  sum  of 

£7  7s.  Od. 

The  FI  a  r  vest  Festival  offerings  were  quite  up  to  the  usual 
standard  of  liberality. 

Mr.  Caines  continues  his  good  offices  to  the  Hospital  chimneys 
gratis — it  is  a  kind  deed. 

The  collection  of  silver  paper  and  metal  waste  has  been  well 
taken  up  and  has  brought  in  a  nice  little  sum  which  Matron  is  keeping  as 
a  nest  egg  against  a  rainy  day.  There  is  still  a  need  for  more  collectors 
of  silver  paper  or  foil— from  tobacco  or  cigarette  packets,  chocolates, 
cheese  and  other  food  stuffs,  metal  tubes  from  tooth  pastes,  capsules  from 
spirit  and  wine  bottles,  lead  linings  from  tea  chests,  etc.  Tin-foil  should 
not  be  rolled  as  it  has  to  be  sorted.

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Treasurer's  Report. 


JN  presenting  my  report  for  1928,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  show  a  nett 
credit  balance  cf  £25  9s.  lid.,  the  actual  balance  at  the  end  of 
the  year  shewed  £55  9s.  1  Id.  but  from  this  amount  must  be  deducted 
the  County  Council  Fees  of  £30  Os.  Od.  that  was  inadvertently  omitted 
to  be  paid  out  previous  to  the  balance  being  arrived  at.  Gratifying  as 
this  result  of  tne  year  s  working  may  appear,  it  is  entirely  due  to  the 
generosity  of  tne  blon.  Seymour  Portman,  that  there  is  not  a  con¬ 
siderable  adverse  balance.  Mr.  Portman  has  made  gifts  of  £50  Os.  Od. 
and  £30  Os.  Od.  towards  the  funds  in  addition  to  his  annual  subscription 
or  £20  Os.  Od.  I  would  like  to  assure  him  of  the  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  Committee  and  myself  for  his  generosity. 

All  accounts  due  for  1 928  have  been  paid.  In  taking  a  careful 
survey  of  the  expenses,  and  comparing  the  same  with  the  record  number 
°f  Patients  received  and  treated,  they  cannot  be  considered  excessive 
in  any  detail  although  it  is  a  large  amount  to  raise  annually.  Consistent 
with  full  efficiency  and  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  the  patients,  every 
economy  is  practised  so  as  to  keep  down  expenses  where  ever  possible. 

The  Expenditure  for  the  year  has  been  £1337  15s.  8d.  as 
against  the  previous  year  of  £1384  17s.  1 0d.,  this  shews  a  pleasing 
decrease  of  £47  2s.  2d. 

The  income  for  the  year  from  all  sources  amount  to  £1374 
1  us.  1  Id.,  this  compares  with  £1353  7s,  8d.  for  the  previous  year 
thereby  shewing  an  increase  of  £21  6s.  3d.,  this  result  should  I  think 
be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory  when  one  consider  the  area  that  our 
efforts  cover. 
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The  amount  received  from  Subscriptions  during  the  year  amounts 
to  £251  6s.  Od.  shewing  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  £5 
6s.  Od.,  this  I  think  should  be  regarded  as  a  gratifying  testimony  of  the 
popularity  of  the  good  work  being  accomplished  in  the  Hospital,  and  as 
Treasurer,  I  would  like  to  most  cordially  thank  the  Annual  Subscribers 
for  their  generous  help. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  with  many  thanks  a  donation  of  £  1 0  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Dorset  Constabulary  Athletic  Club,  the  receipt  of 
which  my  Committee  very  much  appreciate. 

Mr.  Jacob  Studt  contributed  an  amount  of  £12  6s.  Id.  to  our 
funds  as  the  result  of  a  Sacred  Concert  given  in  the  Market  Place,  on 
Sunday,  October  21st,  this  is  not  the  first  occasion  that  Mr.  Studt  has 
been  good  enough  to  lend  his  financial  aid  to  our  funds,  we  appreciate 
his  kindness  most  thoroughly. 

Our  good  friend  Mrs.  Clarke  of  Eastbury  Park,  Gunville,  has 
organised  two  events  in  the  Parish  of  Tarrant  Gunville  in  aid  of  our 
funds,  a  Whist  Drive  producing  £4  6s.  Od.  and  a  Jumble  Sale  realizing 
£3  Os.  9d.  We  are  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Clarke  for  these  efforts  on 
her  part,  and  may  I  express  the  wish  that  other  Villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  might  emulate  her  excellent  example  and  organise  events 
of  a  like  nature  in  aid  of  the  Hospital,  I  should  feel  more  grateful  to  the 
promoters. 

Mr.  T.  Carter  the  proprietor  of  the  Blandford  Picture  Palace 
generously  gave  the  proceeds  of  the  opening  night,  after  the  rebuilding 
of  the  Palace,  amounting  to  £  1  1  Os.  6d.  I  can  assure  Mr.  Carter  that 
his  generosity  is  much  appreciated. 

M  essrs.  Pond  &  Son  organised  a  Xmas  Competition  for  a 
Wireless  Set  and  kindly  gave  the  profit  proceeds  amounting  to  £8  Is.  6d. 
to  the  Hospital  Funds,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  this  firm 
for  their  gift. 

Mr.  Edward  Ash  of  Wimborne,  organised  the  Turnstile 
Competition  in  connection  with  the  Blandford  &  District  Farmers’  Club 
Show  held  at  Wimborne  and  resulted  in  the  amount  of  £9  16s.  Od. 
being  alloted  to  our  Hospital  as  its  share,  the  proceeds  of  this  now  annual 
event  being  divided  between  the  Wimborne  and  Blandford  Hospitals. 
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A  very  pleasing  tribute  of  his  deep  gratitude  for  the  skilful 
treatment  and  kindness  received  while  in  the  Hospital  (owing  to  a 
serious  accident)  was  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Reginald  Elford  of 
Wmterborne  Stickland,  when  he  handed  me  £3  10s.  6d.  collected  by 
him,  all  in  small  amounts  from  90  subscribers,  remarking  “  they  saved  my 
life  in  the  Hospital  and  I  want  to  shew,  in  a  small  way,  my  heartfelt 
gratitude.” 

During  the  month  of  November  the  Matron  organised  a  Sale  of 
Work  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  sum  towards  defraying  the  cost  of  a 
new  Sterilizer,  it  was  a  most  successful  effort  and  rather  more  than 
realized  the  amonnt  required  for  the  purpose. 

The  Receipts  from  the  Harvest  Festival  Offertories  in  the  Town 
and  neighbourhood  are  rather  less  than  the  previous  year,  being  £91 
11s.  0d.,  as  against  £104  10s.  3d.,  as  Treasurer,  may  I  assure  the 
Clergy  and  Churchwardens  of  my  very  grateful  thanks  for  their  substantial 
help  towards  our  general  funds  and  at  the  same  time  express  the  hope 
that  the  1 929  receipts  from  this  source  will  get  over  the  three  figure  mark. 

To  the  many  other  good  friends  and  supporters  who  have  made 
special  efforts  in  obtaining  funds  for  our  Hospital,  I  would,  as  Treasurer, 
like  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  and  express  the  hope  that  during  the 
year  1929  their  help  may  be  relied  upon  to  assist  in  providing  the 
needful  funds  to  keep  the  Hospital  in  a  thoroughly  efficient  state,  thus 
enabling  this  very  needful  Institution  to  carry  on  its  useful  and  humane 
work  in  our  midst,  contributing  as  it  does,  so  much,  to  the  alleviation  of 
pam  and  suffering  to  the  afflicted  and  distressed. 

There  were  10  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1928, 
183  patients  were  admitted  and  30  out-patients  treated  during  the  year. 
The  average  cost  per  in-patient  amounting  to  £2  16s.  3d.  per  week.

1  he  Hospital  is  principally  intended  for  the  necessitous 
poor  of  the  town  of  Blandford ,  and  for  those  Parishes 
in  the  neighbourhood  which  have  no  institution  of  the 
kind  within  easy  reach  of  them. 


RULES. 


Annual 

Meeting. 


1-  An  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Donors  and  Subscribers 
shall  be  held  in  Februrary  to  receive  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  the  Honorary  Treasurer’s 
Accounts  for  the  past  year,  and  to  fill  up  vacancies  in  the 
Committee,  to  elect  Honorary  Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretary 
and  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 


Management^  2 —The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee 
consisting  of  twelve  persons  who  shall  be  Subscribers,  with 
the  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Flonorary  Secretary  ;  and  the 
Flonorary  Medical  Officers,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  members. 
Four  of  the  Committee  shall  retire  annually  in  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.

The  Members  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  at 
their  First  Meeting  in  each  year  select  a  Chairman  to  preside 
at  their  Meetings.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the 
members  present  shall  elect  a  Chairman  for  the  Meeting. 
In  the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes  on  any  question,  the 
Chairman  shall  have  an  additional  or  casting  vote. 

Also  at  the  First  Meeting  in  each  year,  a  Flouse  Committee 
shall  be  elected,  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Managing 
Committee,  with  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  will  meet 
from  time  to  time  to  receive  tenders  for  provisions,  fuel,  etc.

Special  Meetings  of  the  Committee  may  be  called  by  the 
Secretary,  sufficient  notice  being  given  of  the  date  and  object 
of  the  Meeting. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  in 
their  number  occurring  between  two  Annual  Meetings. 

Two  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Committee  shall  act 
as  visitors  for  each  month,  and  shall  attend  at  the  Hospital 
at  3  p.m.  every  Tuesday  with  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
(except  on  the  days  the  Committee  meet,  when  they  will 
attend  at  2.30  p.m.)  to  sanction  the  admission  of  such 
patients  as  shall  be  recommended  by  one  of  the  Medical 
Officers  or  (Rule  13)  a  neighbouring  Medicial  Practitioner, 
and  to  examine  and  pass  the  Household  Accounts.  They 
shall  also  fix  the  amount  payable  in  all  cases  of  payment,  by 
Patients. 

They  will  also  visit  at  other  times,  if  they  think  fit,  so  as 
to  keep  themselves  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  working  of 
the  Hospital. 

4. — The  1  reasurer,  Secretary,  and  the  two  Visitors  for 
the  month  shall  be  responsible  for  sanctioning  all  ordinary 
expenditure  from  the  Hospital  Funds.  All  Accounts  to  be 
paid  monthly.  Subscriptions  become  due  on  the  First  of 
January  in  each  year. 

3. — The  Committee  shall  elect  at  their  first  Meeting 
12  Lady  Visitors,  and  the  Secretary  shall  arrange  with  them 
to  visit  the  patients.  Any  Ladies  other  than  the  above 
wishing  to  act  as  Lady  Visitors  to  communicate  with  the 
Secretary. 

6.  — Appointments  to  the  Medical  Staff  will  be  made  by 
the  Committee. 

7.  — A  Consultation  of  all  the  Medicial  Officers  shall  be 
called  (1 )  in  all  cases  of  danger,  and  (2)  to  decide  upon  the 
advisability  of  any  important  surgical  operation,  unless  the 
urgency  of  the  case  should  render  it  impossible. 

8. — The  care  of  the  House  and  Premises,  the  general 
Domestic  arrangements,  and  the  nursing  of  the  Patients  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officers,  shall  be  entrutsed  to  the 
Matron,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  provisions  and  stores, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

9.  — Patients  suffering  from  Infectious  and  Incurable 
Diseases  are  not  admitted,  nor  from  Incurable  Injuries, 
(except  as  provided  in  Rule  1  1 .)

1 0. — A  Patient  on  being  admitted  will  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  Medical  Officer  who  recommends  the  case.  Should  a 
Medical  Officer  be  at  any  time  prevented  from  attending  at 
the  Hospital,  he  will  arrange  with  one  of  the  staff  to  take 
charge  of  his  patients. 

1  1  •  Cases  of  serious  accident  or  emergency  may  be 
admitted  at  any  moment  on  the  responsibly  of  the  Matron, 
without  the  usual  recommendations,  and  these,  unless  they 
happen  to  belong  to  any  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  shall 
be  assigned  to  the  Medical  Officers  in  monthly  rotation. 

1  2.— -Should  a  Medical  Practitioner  in  the  neighbourhood 
who  is  not  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  wish  to  recommend  a 
P atient,  application  for  admission  may  be  addressed  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  should  reach  the  Hospital  by 
Tuesday  morning.  Should  the  case  be  urgent,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  one  of  the  Medical  Staff  should  be  communicated 
with  who  will  take  steps  for  the  immediate  admission,  if 
possible  of  the  P atient.  If  no  member  of  the  Staff  should 
be  specially  requested  to  take  charge  of  cases  so  admitted 
they  will  be  assigned  to  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  month. 

13.  — Pauper  Inmates  of  the  Blandford  Union  Workhouse 
may  be  admitted  if  requiring  a  Surical  Operation,  and 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

14.  No  Patient  shall  remain  on  the  books  longer  than  one 
month  without  the  sanction  of  the  Monthly  Visitors,  or  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case. 

1  3. — Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  expected  to  pay 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  according  to  their 
means,  with  a  minimum  payment  of  1 0/6  a  week,  except  in 
cases  when  Patients  can  produce  a  Hospital  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  for  free  admittance,  or  guarantee  that  their 
employers  or  Insurance  Society  will  pay  for  them.

1  7. — The  X-Ray  Apparatus  may  be  used  free  of  charge 
for  the  Ward  Patients.  Private  Patients  and  others  will 
be  charged  £l  Is.,  or  according  to  their  means. 

1 8.  — Patients  should  bring  with  them  proper  clothing  and 
change  of  linen  ;  every  other  requisite  will  be  provided  at 
the  Hospital. 

1 9.  — Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  own  Clergy  or 
Ministers  at  any  time. 

20.  — Patients’  friends  will  be  admitted  on  Sundays  and 
Thursdays,  from  2.30  to  4  p.m.  The  Matron  may  summon 
them  at  any  time.  They  are  strictly  forbidden  to  bring 
food  or  drink  to  the  patients. 

21.  — Ordinary  Visitors  will  be  admitted  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  and  Saturdays,  from  2.30 
to  4  p.m.  All  visits  to  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Matron. 

22.  — The  foregoing  Rules  shall  not  be  altered,  nor  any 
New  Rule  made  or  adopted,  except  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Subscribers,  fourteen  days’  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given,  specifying  the  proposed  alterations,  but  the  Committee 
are  empowered  to  make  Bye-laws  for  carrying  out  the  details, 
connected  with  the  management  of  the  Hospital.
